It is the same old story often repeated 
. these columns, that camphur and 


ailerons and ill-smelling substances 
.re of no avail whatever when once tht 
motlis have laitl their eggs in the fut 
jr the fabric. Moths work in darkness 


nd warmth if they can get it; other- 


wise they will work in the cold. Al 
things being equal, a package of fui 
ar wool goods lying next to a cliimnej 
ivill be eaten more quickly than the one 
'.hat lies at a distant. 


Moths very much dislike light, and 


irtifles in use that nre hung in open 
passage ways or thrown aboutin sunny 
-ooms are rarely troubled. It is in the 
Dark rooms with furniture covered 
a-ith tapestry, that moths 
delight 


Fling open the shutters, pull up the 
blinds, throw back the curtains and use 
the room, and there is not half the dan- 
ger that there is in the unused apart- 
ncnt. 


The moth lays about 75 eggs in one 


liny nest. If each o£ these hatches anil 
jrov.-s to the small white worm with 
nhieh we are familiar, it is easy to see 
'.ho damage that even one miller may 
muse. 


The furriers and drapers have only 


3tic secret, and that is the keeping ol 
noths out of the goods. One of the best 
nays for keeping furs and woolens i; 
lo hang them in the open air until one 
Icels reasonably sure that there are nc 
noths in them. They may be beater 
tvith furniture dusters, or light rods; 
Ihen they may be wrapped up in news- 
paper, for which the moth has a con- 
siderable antipathy, although when 
they are hungry, they will !i1la«k goods 
3one tip in such paper—that is, provided 
they ran get through, for they cannot 
•.it'holes in papers of any sort. 
, To sum up the whole matter, an 
junee of prevention is not only worth 
many pounds of cure, but people have 
found by sad experience that there wns 
10 s'li'h" thing as cure if carelessness 
presided over the putting away ol 
woolens or furs in the early part of the 
ieason.—Ladles' Homo Journal.
